From Fort W orth comes the report 
that parties in that city’ are to be­ 
come interested in the Hoyl holdings 
near Chico. 
The parties mentioned

The Bock-Wilmoth, east of Chico, 
is reported on the sand, and it is said 
storage tanks have been erected.

Leases in all parts of the county
